DHAHRAN, Saudi Arabia (AP) = The Persian Guif oil slick is much 
smaller than originally feared and allied attacks on Iraqi 
positions are believed to have caused up to 30 percent of it, 
officials said Tuesday. 

Abdullah Dabbagh, director of research at the University of 
Petroleum and Minerale, said latest estimates based on satellite 
photography indicated 1.5 million barrels of crude had been spilled 

to gulf waters since the war began Jan. 17. 

The Saudi xrmment had claimed the slick contained 11 million 
barrels, breaking the previous record of 4.2 million. There are 42 
gallons in a barrel. 

**Even if we are talking about 1.5 million barrels, we are still 
talking about a huge amount of oil,’’ Dabbagh told a conference on 
Saudi Arabia's economy. 

In an interview later, Dabbagh said sea beds and plankton fields 
shown in satellite pnauery of the gulf’s shallow waters appeared to 
have been mistaken for oil. 

He described the initial estimate of 11 million barrels as an 
estimate of how much oil could have entered the water, not an 
‘“*approved scientific study’’ of the actual amount. 

‘*It was a worst-case scenaric,’’ he said. ‘‘After an 
investigation, we scaled down the size.’’ 

Officials of the Saudi environmental agency said they believed

More than 100 miles of Saudi coast have been damaged, including 
pristine beaches, fertile sea beds, important bird nesting areas 
and rich tidal pools. The slick has killed thousands of birds, 
including cormorants, grebes and rare flamingoes and herons. 

For several days, it has shut down one of the desalination

Trajectory analysis is usually used to wack and predict the forward movement of 
an gil slick.. However, for sensitive sites, it is also useful to use an altemative 
conceptual formulation, referred to as receptor mode analysis. in this 
formulation the question becomes-where is the oil likely to come from to impact 
the site, and how long would it take to get there? Because this analysis is used 
for contingency planning rather than a defined real event, statistical winds and 
currents are used rather than actual winds and currents. ‘ 


Attached are receptor analyses for the Khobor, Qurayah, Sitra, Ras Tanura areas 
For each area there are two maps. The first map is the probability distribution. 
This map indicates the probability that oil would have of moving from any 
location in the Gulf to a site. The second map is a time-of-travel map. This 
map defines the minimum time-of-travel to get to the receptor site.

Financial Market Highlights 


Major global stock markets are showing mixed results this morning, 
while the dollar is lower against the yen, mark, and pound. Tokyo stocks 
closed slightly higher with a hefty 750 million shares traded. Both 
London and Frankfurt were down, however, in early morning trading.
